& Heavy Advance in Price and 
Large Profits Made.

Suspension of Conner Bros. Caused by Cus- 
tomers’ Losses. 


There seems to be no top to wheat and 
corn. A good many speculators here and 
elsewhere have been sitting on the anxious 
seat for a long time waiting for the top to 
be struck, but the indications are some of 
them will change to the mourners, bench be- 
fore the highest prices are realized on the 
present boom. The steady upward climb 
has astonished most every one, except the 
most sanguine of bulls. Cool-headed opera- 
tors who have felt bullish on the wheat mar- 
ket for months and anticpated an advance 
have been caught utterly unprepared by the 
present shoot-up in price,so rapid and steady 
has it been. Waitingfor a break-down in 
the markets so they could goin and load up 
with a good line of long wheat, they have 
been left out in the cold, 
as the break aid not come All 


they have been able fo do was to “scalp” in 
and out onthe market, and they have not 
taken in the profits that have gone to men 
who had more confidence than thev. 

“Everything has been in favor of the bull 
ride,”?’ remarked an operator. ‘European 
crops have been damaged by floods and bad 
weather. Cables have been reporting stead- 
ily advancing markets on the other side of the 
water. Exportersin New York and Balti- 
more have been buying. Then on top of all 
this come the mild weather and heavy rains 
that meit the snow that was protecting 
wheat in the ground, and this blizzard jumps 
in suddenly while the crop is thus unprotect- 
ed. Floods—bare ground—damaged Euro- 
pean crops—is it any wonder wheat has gone 
up? She’s over $1 20 now and | believe will 
strike $1 25.”

Louis and Chicago, upon which he realized 
handsomely. His profits are placed by some 
as high aS $250,000. Barnes isalso said 
to havea large line of May oats bought at 
abound 36c. It was up to 42c to-day. Outside 
of a few, however, there have been but com- 

aratively small profits made. ‘“Scalping” 
1as been the order of the day with most op- 
erators. Who is short? is the question of 
the day. Thecountry is said to have been 
the heaviest sellers, esrecially of corn. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of bushels have been soid 
short here for May since the price got above 
55e. Whether there are any large shorts in 
this market it is difficult to leart. One firm 
on the floor is said to be short a heavy 
amount of wheat for customers—one party 
principally—but this firm is well heeled and 
can put up margins for some time to come. 
A well posted operator who was asked late 
yesterday if there was any danger of fail- 
ures following this boom in price replied: 

‘“T think not. This has been a legitimate 
advance. It is not like the break in 
wheat last February, which followed 
on top of speculative manifestation and ru- 
ined several houses. Butif the markets go 
up acouple of cents more it may cripple 
somebody.”’ ; ' 

But though this member felt satisfied that 
no St. Louis houses would suffer trom the 
great advance in grain, he was mistaken. 
On the floor this morning it was rumoged that 
a firm wasin trouble. ‘Jraced down this re- 

ort proved to be true. The firm of Conner 
Bros., commission merchants and Southero 
shippers, was found to be in difficulties. 
Mr. P. P. Conner was met and in response to 
inquiries he very frankly made a_ statement 
as to the position of his firm. They have 
had customers who were short on the grain 
market and lately when called upon these 
customers failed to put up margins to pro- 
tect their deals. Messrs. Conners Bros. had 
,000 put up as margins. ‘This is the 
money of the firm almost entirely. Mr. Con- 
ner said that during the past two months 
his firm had paid out $120,000 in losses to 
customers. If he could get the money 
from the parties owing him and for whom he 
aid out this money his firm would have 
ully $100,000 to gu ahead on. But his calis 
upon customers for more margins had not 
been successful lately. The markets were 
still ne and rather than get into 
worse shape than they now are he thought 
it best for his firm to suspend business tem- 
rarily, so that they could settle up their 
rades and books and see exactly how they 
stood. He felt satisfied his firm would pay 
dollar for dollar and no one would Josea 
cent. Mr. Conner has realized some money 
on personal! real estate, all of which had gone 
up for margins and to pay losses. The news 
of Conner Bros’. trouble was heard with un- 
feigned regret on the floor. ‘lhe firm have 
been more than ordinarily successful 
in business by their energy and enter- 
prise, building up a very large 
and remunerative trade, both in the receiv- 
ing and shipping of grain. They have al- 
ways ranked Alon ‘Change. Personally, 
the members of the firm were very popular, 
Mr. P. P. Conner, being especially so, and 
having many warm friends. ‘These friends 
showed they were so, by offers of funds 
to tide the firm over its difficulties, but these 
offers Mr. Conner would not aecept, at least 
until he knew exactly how his firm would 
come out. Parties with whom Conner Bro’s 
had trades wishe: them to go On in business 
and not stop at all, but this they would not 
do, for their creditors’ sakes as well as their 
own. A agers Sy the principal creditors 
of the firm will held this afternoon at 3 
o’clock, at which a full statement of the 
firm’s liabilities and assets will be made, and

THE SPRING OUTLOOK.

CITY RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 

At the present time there are applications 
before the City Council for no lessthan four 
new lines of local railway travel. There is 
the scheme for an elevated road to Forest 
Park, the scheme for a cable road, the ex- 
tension of the Missouri horse railroad, and 
the new line across Eighteenth street. 

Now we are emphatieally in favor of all 


these enterprises, and we trust that the 
franchises which are sought will be granted, 
with proper protection to the interests of the 
city. We are especially glad to welcome 
them because they are a proof that the local 
travel is a profitable business, and that there 
is plenty of custom for existing lines. 

But if thisis thecase we insist that these 
profitable lines should give the people of St. 
Louis better accommodations than they do 
now. The people havea right to demand 
that they shall not be compelled to act as 
conductors on bob-tail cars, but that every 
car using the city streets “shall be required 
to have front and rear platforms and a con- 
ductor. They havea right to demand that 
the cars shall be furnished at the hours they 
are most needed, and that people who pay 
fora seat shall haveaseat. They have a 
right to demand that the cars shall be kept 
clean and decent, and finaliv that the horse 


railroad companies shall report to the 
State Commissioners as the steam railroads 
do. 


If these reasonable demands were com- 
plied with the people would be on better 
terms with the local railroad interests and 
would be much better disposed to grant con- 
cessions for new lines as fast as they are 
needed. 


CITY PROPERTY. 

There is no class of citizens more loud and 
frequent in complaint than the owners of 
city real estate. Some of their complaints 
are undoubtedly well founded and their 
grievances real; they are taxed very heavily 
and they get nothing for what they pay. In 
some parts of the city property has not held 
its value, and many sanguine expectations 
have been disappointed. But there is no 
class of citizens who have the remedy 
for all evils more directly in their 
own hands than these same property-owners. 
They can do more by a judicious use of their 
money to make St. Louis attractive and pop- 
ular, and consequently flourishing, than any 
other class of citizens, and they should be 
found at the head of every movement that 
will forward the general welfare of the city. 
There is no other way to give value to eity 
property than by making the city grow, and 
the growth of a city requires the exertions of 
everybody interested in it. 

It would pay the large property-owners of 
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| Galveston with the object of chartering a 


the full cost of the building, and look 

their reimbursement to the enhanced value 

of their property. They are not asked to do 

that, but they are asked to take their share 

with the other interests, and if they do that 

muck they will benefit not only.the city, but 

themselves. 


No words can praise too highly the manli- 
ness of Cincinnati in refusing to accept any 
reliéf funds or other assistance from outside. 
This course is in striking contrast with the 
usual custom in other cities and especially 
in the smaller burgs, in which, upon the ap- 
pearance of any sensational calamity, the 
Mayor usuaily expands with an attack of 
the big-head, the leading citizens organize 
themselves into amateur committees and the 
telegraph is used to send frantic appeals to 
the Governors of neighboring States, to Con- 
gress and to the Generals in the army 
to come forward and make the disaster 
asource of profit. This racket has been 
worked so steadily and successfully that a 
tornado is at times a godsend and an over- 
flow a source of wealth. When the inevita- 
ble appeal comes no one wants to speak the 
unpleasant truth about it, and to say that 
the spectacie of a community boasting of, its 
wealth and resourcés one day and refusing 
the next day to help itself is not a creditable 
spectacle. But we may improve the example 
of Cincinnati by suggesting its universal 
adoption. Cincinnati has suffered much and 
lost heavily, but it was worth all that was 
lost to prove to the world that it is a city of 
high-spirited men, and that its money is the 
least of its claims to credit. 


Mr. Joun A. DILLON, of the Post-Dis-

An Exposition of “ Christian Courage’’~- 
Lesson Acts IV: 18-31.’ 


After Peter’s noble testimony to Jesus 
(Acts, iy:8-13), the Sanhedrim had nothing 
to object, either against the cure of the lame 
man, or Peter’s explanation of the miracle. 
Still the question remained for it to answer: 
“What shall we do to these men?” 
The miracle was wrought; the people knew 
it; and the Sanhedrim could not deny it. 
Now what shall be done to prevent these 
men from so using the fact of this miracle as 
toconvince the people that Jesus was the 
Messiah? The council after deliberation re- 
solved upon the course of action. Nothing 
was to be said about the past, but with re- 
spect to the future a stern policy was to 
be adopted. The apostles were to be 
brought before the Council and threatened 
with severe punishment if, either in private 
or public assembly, they should speak in the 
name of Jesus. Impotent cecision! Little 
knew the Council of what stuff the apostles 
were made. A reprimand and threat had 
little terror for those who would gladly face 
death itself if necessary to confess their 
risen and exalted Lord. This is clearly 


manifested 11 
THE APOSTLES’ TRIUMPH. 

Vss. 18-22. (18) And they called them, and 
charged them not to speak at ali nor teach in the 
name of Jesus. (19) But Peter and Jolin answered 
and said unto them, Whether it be right in the 
sight of God to hearken unto you rather than 
unto God, judge ye: (20) for we cannot but 
speak the avnge which we saw and _ heard. 
(21) And they, when they had further threatened 
them, let them go. finding nothing howthey might 
punish them, because of the people; for all men 
glorified God for that which was done. (22) For 
the mal Was more than forty years old on whom 
this miratle of healing was wrought. 

Recalled before the Sanhedrim, Peter and 
John are commanded “not to speak at all 
nor teach in the name of Jesus.”” A sweep- 
ing charge, not to utter a sound in his name. 
(Acts v:40). They are not tolde that they 
must not teach at all, or per orm any miracle 
whatever; only they must neither teach nor 
do good in Jesus’ name, The world does 
not object to preaciing or good works in 
themselves, but to the humbling condition 
that these are of value only when performed 
in the name of the Crucified One, for this is 
to admit that there is salvation in none 
other—an admission the world will not 


tolerate. 
But the apostles are resolute. So- 
berly, respectfully, and with a calm 


determination to abide the consequences, 
they appeal to the better reason of their 
judges and flatly refuse to Obey their com- 
mands. “Whetherit berightin the sight 
of God to hearken unto you rather than un- 
to God, judge ye.” Standing in God’s pres- 
ence, before himas the only Lord of the 
human conscience, the solemn question was, 
not whether they should obey God more or 
less, but whether they should obey men at 
all in opposition to God. Shall human pro- 
hibition or the command and will of God 
govern us, judge ye? The Sanhedrim could 
giveonly one answer. They could not help 
admitting that obedience to God was a higher 
duty than obedience to them. ‘“‘But are you 
sure that God commanded you to teach in 
the name of Jesus? Is it God that speaks?” 
might have been the reply of the council. 
Peter anticigates such a question. We must 
obey God, ‘“‘for we cannot (in accordance 
with truth and duty) but speak the things 
which we saw and heard.” ‘We cannot sup- 
press the message our Lord has commanded 
us to deliver: “Go ye, therefore, and make 
disciples of all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost; teaching them to observe 
allthings whatsoever | commanded you; 
and io, I am with you _ alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” (Matt. 
xxviii :19-20. With this command resting 4 
on the apostles it would be downright treach- 
ery for them to suppress what they *‘saw and 
heard’’—the things of whicn they had _ per- 
sonal knowledge and experience in the life 
and teachings of Jesus. ‘These “‘things’’ 
of themselves, as well as the command of 
Christ, compelled them tospeak. ‘They were 
shut up to act as they were doing. So _ irre- 
sistible was the evidence tney pessessed that 
Jesus was the Messiah, so surely was this 
evidence from God, that they must bear their 
testimony to Jesus and abide the conse- 
quences. (See l. Johni:1-3; Il. Peter i:16; 
1. Cor. ix:16.) Compare Genesis xx:9; Acts 
xviii:5; John v:24; Job xxxil:18-19; Psalms 
xxxix :1-3. 

Note: (1.) “There isa “higher law” than 
civil statutes. (2.) Obedience to civil rules, 
as far as their official claims do not oppose 
the truth and will of God,is commanded, Mat. 
xxii :21 ;*Tit iii:1;1 Pet. ii:13-15, (3) In any con- 
flict between the law of God and human laws 
a Christian must ‘‘obey God rather than 
man,” and take the consequences. Luther’s 
words before the Diet of Worms, 1521, have 
the true ring: “‘Unless I am overpowered 
and convinced by the testimony of the Scrip- 
tures, or by other public, distinct and obvi- 
ous arguments and reasons, and unless I 
am thus fully satisfied respecting the pas- 
sages of scripture which I have, hitherto ad- 
duced, insomuch that my conscience is taken 
captive by the wordof God, I neither can 
nor will retract anything, well knowing that 
itis neither safe nor advisable to do aught 
in opposition to the conscience. Here I 
stand, I cannot do otherwise. God help me! 
Amen!” (4.)Here we have the essence of Pro- 
testantism: liberty of conscience and the 
right of private judgment. (5.) In 
religion, in politics, ~ in daily _ life, the 
supreme question is, “‘What is rightin the 
sight of almighty God?” Wicked laws are 
not to be obeyed. If penalties come, 
we must endure them. In this way all 
great reforms have won their triumphs. _ 

Thus the apostles now win a splendid 
victory. They are willing to endure im- 
prisonment, beatings, death itsel!, but they 
must and will speak in the name of Jesus, 
evenin opposition to the “charge” of the 
highest courtin the Jand. This is moral 
heroism. It has its reward. 

The council having threatened them fur- 
ther than they had done already (v.18), 
doubtless giving them to understand that if 


they persisted in their bold 
course pains and_ penalties awaited 
them, “let them go, _ finding no 


means or opportunity how they might punish 
them.’’ Not that they were unable to invent 
a charge against the apostles, for a judicial 
budy which had truinped up charges against 
the innocent Christ and crucified him were 
not lacking in inventive malice, but they 
could not, at the moment, discover any pre- 
tense for the cee age of the apostles 
which it would be safe to adopt, “‘because of 
the people; for all men glorified God for that 
which was done.. For the man was more 
than forty years: old, on whom this miracle 
of healing was wrought.” ‘The malicious 
spirit was not wanting, but the 
safe mode of expressing it. ere is the pru- 
dence of malice. It bides its time. It waits 
for an opportune wena in public sentiment. 
Its fury gathers force by delay. 

Note: (1.) The people believed in 
the genuineness ‘of the _ miracle, 
and were grateful to God, t 
author. (2.) The Sanhedrim did not deny 
that the popular judgment was correct; the 
sought only to overcome its face as a testi- 
mony to the Messiahship of Jesus. (3.) Re- 
ligious prejudice will not admit the truth 
however overwhelming its evidences. (4.)

The whole assembly of the disciples, un- 
der a special divine impulse, burst forth into 
praise and prayer: and as “the words 
quoted were so familiar to all, it is 
quite possible that they recited them 
VogeBier ; or as Baumgartner suggests, the 
w ole company sang the Second Psalm, and 
Peter then applied the contents to their situ- 
ation in the words recorded here. 

prayer opens with an ascuption to 
God, who is addressed as **‘Lord”’—despota— 
a word scarcely used in the New Testament, 
but here applied to God as absolute in au- 
thority and power. It is one of Christ’s  ti- 
tles. See IL Peter ii:1; Jude 4. The 
Sandhedim haa just been usurping the 
rights which belonged to God alone. 
he prayer then falls into the first two 
verses of the Secona Psalm, whose author- 
ship fs ascribed to David, writing “py the 
Holy Ghost.” A clear recognition of the di- 
Vine inspiration of the Old Testament. 
It is the object of this psalm “to set forth 
the ultimate and complete triumph of the 
gospel, notwithstanding the opposition 
which the wicked may array against it.” 
The psalm is prophetic of Christ. (Acts 
xii :33; Heb. i:5, v:5.) 

That the psalm is Messianic clearly ap- 
pears from its present application. “For of 
a truth, in this city (of Jerusalem) against thy 
holy servant Jesus, both Herod (representing 
the kings of the earth) and Pontius Pilate, 
{representing the rulers), with the Gentiles 


(referring to the part the Roman officers and 
soldiers took) and the peoples of Israel (of 
various tribes and degrees) were 


gathered together,” assembled and united in 
the common purpose of putting Jesus to 
death, (Luke xxii:11-12). Strely the psalm 
is fulfilled in the present instance; and yet 
the prophecy is not exhausted, for its fulfill- 
ment embraces the whole history of the con- 
fliets and triumphs of Christianity to the end 
of time. 

But a startling declaration is added. The 
prime purpose of the deniers of Jesus was to 
put Jesus todeath. They had no other mo- 
tive or aim than this. Yet all unconscious- 


ly and unwittingly they were only 
carrying forward to its sublime 
realization the, purpose of God. 


They were only doing ‘whatsoever God’s 
hand ard God’s counsel foreordained to come 
to pass.” The cross which they set up was 
God's eternal plan of human redemption. 
The philosophy of history is summed up in 
this one word, “God.” Yet were the cruci- 
fiers of Jesus entirely free in their act. 
There was no compulsion inward or outward 
from God to do this great sin. ‘God tempt- 
eth no man.” What they did they did of 
theirown free will and accord; and were 
therefore responsible. Nevertheless, God’s 
ome ge was init, and God’s glory and man’s 
iope of salvation came ont of it. 
lere are two great ultimate facts: God’s 
urpose and man’s free agency. * How they 


agpionize in human affairs I do not pretend | 


toexplain. [know I amfree. Cons¢ious- 
nessS assures me of that. I know also God 
has a purpose in my life. To reconcile these 
two in practical life, when I pray 1 pray as 
if it all depended upon God, and when I act 
I act as if it all depended upon myself. (See 
Luke xxii:22; Acts ii:23; iti:18; Phil. ii:12.) 

The prayer concludes in petition for re- 
newed boldness to be granted unto them; 
freedom of utterance and carriage equal 
to the threatenings to which they 
are subjected. They ask that * God 
who has full knowledge of the heart of their 
persecutors, may give them, not deliverance 
or security from danger, but courage to ena- 
ble them to preach his truth, come what 
ated It is grace, not safety, for which they 
plead. 

One thing more they ask: that divine at- 
testation of their fearless testimony by mir- 
acles of healing, by} “signs and wonders 
done through the name of thy holy servant 
Jesus.”” For the gifts which the disciples 
specially need in this crisis are, “first, the 
power to proclaim the word with courage and 
joy; and, secondly: the power to help and 
to heal, as _ evidences that the 
omnipotent Goa is with them.” By the 
former, men will be converted ; by the latter, 
they will beable to vindicate their claim. 
that they are the servants of God, and that 
God is to be obeyed rather than men. 

The answer to this prayer of thanksgiving 
is not delayed. At the very close of the 
prayer, a positive token of the divine ap- 
proval is given, “the place wherein they were 
gathered was slaken’’—as God’s amen to 
their petition. It was heaven’s pledge of 
protection and power. Pentecost was re- 


peated. “ They were all filled 
with the Holy Spirit,” all received a 
full and = gracious endowment of 


power to declare the truth as it isin Jesus, 
and to confirm their testimony with miracles. 
They had prayed for future power; God an- 
swered with its direct and immediate be- 
stowment. It is his nature todo exceeding 
abundantly aboveall that we ask or think 
(Eph. iii: 20). 


Slaughtering by Electricity. 
From the St. James Gazette. 


‘Death by electricity” is becoming a favor- 
ite subject for letters to the daily papers, and 
one such was published in a’*contemporary 
yesterday. Asa human means of inflictin 
capital punishment there is much to be sai 
in its favor, especially after the two recent 
cases of bungling at the hanasof the hangman. 
But none of the humanitarians who advo- 
eate electricity as a substitute for the 
butcher’s axe seem alive to the disadvanta- 
ges attendant thereon. That a “large 
amount of terror and sufferlng to the poor 
beasts that die that we may live’ would be 
avoided by the. proposed change is ob- 
vious enough, and has been often pointed 
out; but what are the compensating disad- 
vantages? Some years back a series of ex- 
periments were tried at the now defunct 
Polytechnic Institution with the enormous 

alvanic coil made by Messrs. Apps, with t he 
following results: The sheep fell immedi- 
ately on the discharge of the current, to all 
appearance dead. In some cases, however, 
the animals showed signs of life after a 
short interval; so that it became difficult 
totell whether a shock was or was not 
sufticient to effect the purpose intended. The 
difficulty could be got over, no doubt; but 
when killed the carcass was always found to 
be more or less damaged in market value. 
Dark lines and spots were found in differe nt 
parts, which were thereby rendered unmark- 
etable. Again, it is commonly supposed 
that meat exposed in a thunder storm be- 
comes ‘tainted’; and we have no proof that 
such would not be the case with electrically 
killed cattle.
